man Literature, and taught Philofophy to feveral 
Eminent Dilciples, from whence he rook feafonable 
opportunities to make Converts to the Chriftian 
Faith, and feveral very Eminent for their Learning. 
It was his boundlefs Learning, and his great Geni- 
us to Philofophy,that prov’d the occafion of his Er- 
rors and Heretical Opinions. And being a great Ad- 
mirer of Plato, he Untuccefsfully endeavour’d to 
accommodate Chriftianity to the Platonic Philofo- 
phy. And indeed the Platonifts at that time were 
ot ail the Sects of Philofophers moft admir’d by 
}earned Chrittians, and Their Principles look’d 
upon as moft agreeable to the Chriftian Inftirution. 
Bat Sr. Ferom in the Next Century was of a diffe- 
rong Opinion, whofe Obfervation it was, chat the 
Doymata of the Stoicks approach'd the Neareft to 

rhe Chriftian Doctrines.
